Housewives Report 
On Price Increases 


OTTAWA (CP) — More than 
400,000 women taking notes in| 
small blue books ‘are consi 
officially to be a pillar of Can- | 
ada’s price-control structure. 

Prices board spokesmen said 
the specially-designed blue books 
in which women keep a record 
of the prices they pay for vari- 
ous commodities so they can com- 
pare the rates with those charged | 
during the basic period from | 
Sept. 15 to Oct. 11, 1941, are being 
issued only to those who ask 
for them. 

They awe being used to check 
movements in prices, and to main- | 
tain the .control regulations de- 
signed to protect consumers | 
against higher living costs. 
Women have been encouraged to | 
report any instance of a rising | 
price, sending their complaints 
to the nearest women’s regional | 
advisory committee or office of | 
the Prices Board.
